Since the resignation of 
former President Nixon, the 
office of special Watergate 
preseeutor Leon Jaworski 
has received letters, tele- 
grams and telephone calls 
ovenvmingiy in favor of his 
prosecution, the Los Angeles . 
Times has learned. 

A spokesman for the spe- 
cial prosecutor’s office re- 
fused to ‘■reveal the number 
of communications, but con- 
firmed that telegrams have 
been running ten to one, tel- 
ephone calls eight to one and 
letters four, to one, ir< favor 
of bringing criminal charges 
against Mr. Nixon. . ■ 

The spokesman said the 
sentiment’ has been r e- 
strained and serious in tone. 

“They are not strident,” 
he said. “Those who want 
rosecsution are concerned 
that the process be conclud- 
ed, and those against it feel 
that '^resignation is punish- 
ment enough.”
